2. Applicant's arguments filed 1/18/05, with respect to JP 1 1-106380 and US 6,660,344 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of Claims 1-10 have been 
withdrawn. However, there is interference between the present claims and US 6,660,344. 

Interference

Claim 1.
